President Attends Lunch- 


eon Given by Commercial 
Club of Minneapolis.

Minneapolis, Minn.. Sept. 20. — The 


50 members of the Japanese. commis- 
sion to the United States were given 
a hearty welcome to the country by 
President T-aft. who assured them of 
the lasting friendship of the Ameri- 
can people, paid a tribute to their 
qualities of industry and patriotism. 
and in conclusion drank a toast to 
the 
emperor of Japan 
as "the 


warm and sincere friend of America,' 
amid great enthusiasm among both 
his Japanese and American hearers. 


The meeting with the Japanese 


was at a luncheon at th*e Lafayette 
club, on the shores of beautiful Late 
Minnetonka. 20 miles out of the city. 
tendered by the Commercial club of 
Minneapolis. 


President Taft scouted the idea 


that there had ever been the slightest 
danger of trouble between Japan and 
America. He paid a, high, compliment 
to the military valor of Japan when 
the country was "fighting In defense 
of her rights and the maintenance ot 
her prestige on the field of battle." 
"But," be^eclared. "Japan -today- is 
fighting for victories of peace, and 
we all hope she. will succeed. We are 
not going to yield ourselves in that 
contest, however. If we "can help it." 


President Taft's address, which 


throughout was filled with expres- 
sions of the warmest admiration for 
the Japanese emperor and the Jap- 
anese people, followed a speech by 
Baron Shibusawa. a prominent bank- 
er of Tokyo, and chairman of the vis- 
iting commission, in which, speaking 
in his native tongue, he referred to 
President Taft "as one of the fore-i 
most men of the age and a warm and 
true friend of Japan."

Mr. Beingeser left the son became 
quarelsome and in searching around 
in the kitchen found a knife which 
was used as a potato peeler. He 
Started after his niother with the 


knife in his hand threatening her 
life. She was cornered and the man 
with almost brute strength struck 
at her with the weapon and before 
she could get away he had struck her 
across the back of the hands inflict* 
ing two ugly wounds ;»hich bled pro- 
fusely.

away from the boy and ran through 
the field to Geo. West who was plow* 
ing in a field near by.

Unless an outlet for this disease Is 
afforded by speed exhibitions at places 
where the rights and safety both of 
the public and of the speed annihlla- 
tors are protected then every public 
road will become a race course and the 
toll of human life will be increased. 


It was to flit this want that the JLong 


Island (Xew York) motor parkway 
was projected, and it Is unfortunate 
that Its promoters hare not as yet 
been able to bring their original 
pians to a successful completion. There 
Is no doubt that an automobile high- 
way the length of Long Island and 
wide enough to permit of traffic in 
opposite directions at speed would 
lead to the construction of automobile 
highways where the demands of the 
speed microbe can be satisfied to com- 
parative safety. 


Until this is accomplished, however, 


the public demand motor speed events. 


It had been hoped that the construc- 


tion of the Indianapolis motordrome 
would take care of this condition and 
at the same time make automobile rac- 
itiS safe for the contestants. The fa- 
talities of the initial meet, however, 
tend to show that a course where such 
enormous speed 
Is possible, even 


though it be specially constructed.'is 
more dangerous than the far slower 
and more despised horse tracks such 
as Brighton Beach- 


Motor racing in America Is on a 


different basis than it is in other coun- 
try, aad ir is perhaps ou account of 
this that the sport nns been surround- 
ed by so many fatalities, in America 
the patrons of tbe sport are almost ei- 
ciusively manufacturers, who are for- 
ever putting out speedier cars on ac- 
count of the advertising benefits which 
accrue-to them when they are suc- 
cessful. 
It is a fact, although it Is 


not logical, that the winner of tbe 
free-for-all event is the one who gets 
all the glory, while the winners of the 
other events are quickly forgotten. It 
is this, fact that impels makers to 
build and race speedy cars. 


Tbe racing subject has been solved 


more completely in England than any- 
where else. The magnificent motor- 
drome of Brooklands is practically tbe 
only place in England where track 
races are held. The events carded for 
each week are for all classes of cars, 
the majority of which are only open 
to amateur drivers, -it Is a matter of 
usual occurrence to see three or four 
titled motorists racing their beads off 
at the famous track, while the events 
In which the manufacturers take part 
are few and are not of prime impor- 
tance- 


Tbat automobile racing will continne 


there Is no doubt, but in what form it 
Is difficult to say. The problems that 
the sanctioning bodies must solve are 
those of making tbe sport safe. Wheth- 
er this Can be done by specially built 
tracks, by limiting the size of compet- 
ing cars or by making tbe coarse so 
difficult that high speed is impossible 
it is bard to say at this time, but tbe 
problem must be faced, and faced 
quickly, or the government will put an 
end to racing, treating it as it would 
treat a gladitorial contest or a bull- 
fight, neither of which is tolerated in 
our civilization.

At Princeton there will be a keen 


struggle for survival. The Tigers have 
lost so consistently to Yale aud other 
colleges which used to be mere prac- 
tice for them have advanced so rapid- 
ly that Princeton's prestige is in grave 
danger.
